Purroy Mitchel, the Fusion Mayoralty 
candidate, were launched yesterday. 
While the movement lacks the sanction 
of the Progressive leaders, it is thor- 


oughly organized in the Bronx at least, | 


and, will be extended this week to the 
other boroughs. Even Col. Roosevelt 


has been asked-to desert the Fusion 4 


candidate and declare himself for Mr. 
Gaynor. 

The movement was started by the 
Bronx Progressive League, one of the 
Original Bulli Moose organizations of 
the city. The league was formed imme- 
diately after Col. Roosevelt entered the 
Presidential race last year, and 
membership includes several hundred 
business men of the Bronx. The Exec- 
utive Committee of the league met on 
Saturday night and decided to throw 
its support to Mayor Gaynor, on the 
ground that he represented more near- 
ly than Mr. Mitchel the principles of 
the Progressive Party. The committee 
issued this appeal yesterday to the Pro- 
gressive voters throughout the city: 

That distinguished Progressive leaders 
who refused to consider Mayor Gaynor 
for the Mayoralty are now urging him 
for the Court of Appeals goes to prove 
that politics is far from being an exact 
science, The small Progressive enroll- 
ment also goes to show that the party is 
not. in condition to be delivered—yet. 

We believe that there are thousands of 
Progressives, | who, while wishing to en- 
courage their young county leader to 
further political activity, will agree with 
the members of the Bronx Progressives’ 
League that the selection of Mr. Mitchel 
represents neither wisdom nor experience, 
and that the man best fitted to lead the 
fight against Tammany Hall is William J.

The possibility that William R. Hearst

It became known yesterday that 
the leaders of the Independence League 
had wired to Mr. Hearst, who is in Cali- 


fornia, to return and head their ticket, 
now that Mr. Mitchel has declined the 
League’s designation, and that they 
were expecting an answer from him at 
any moment. The League leaders, in- 
cluding John J. Hopper, James A. Allen 
and William J. ‘Taylor, will hald a con- 
ference to-day. Qne of the leaders said 
it was not at all improbable that Mr. 
Hearst would accept the designation tor 
Mayor on their ticket, as they could 
show him that he would have a splendid 
chance of being eletted. f 
“The situation has so shaped ‘itself 
that it is imperative that Mr. Hearst 
become a candidate,” said the Hearst 
leader. “As the matter now stands, it 
looks as if the Tammany ticket would 
be elected, and Mr. Hearst is the one 
man to save the city. By entering the 
race four years ago, although he did it 
against his will, he was able to save the 
Board of Estimate to the Fusionists, and 
he can do it again this year. We have

Five Women, Overboard with Life 
Preservers, Picked Up. 


Sidney Dorfman, a demonstrator of 
power boats, of 158 West 141st Street, 
took a number of friends having apart- 
ments in the same. house with him for 
a pleasure ride up the Hudson yesterday 
afternoon in his new gasoline launch, 
Snowbird. 

In the boat with him were Mrs. Isaac 
Stern and her daughters, Henrietta, 19 
years, and Anna, 18; her son, Munroe; 
28 years old, a salesman; Carrie and 
Gertrude Groelinger, sisters, 17 and 19 
years old, and ‘‘ Capt. Jim,’’ who was in 
Dorfman’s empley. 

At Irvington the boat took on gaso- 


line and the engine was stopped while 
the party drifted along the shores of 
the village. For fully an hour the 
power was turned off. At about 4 
o’clock Mrs. Stern suggested going 
home, and “Capt. Jim” started to 
crank the engine. 

A spark ignited some gasoline near 
the engine,' and in a moment the sfern 
of the boat was afire. A leak from the 
gasoline tank in the centre of the 
launch furnished fuel for lively flames 
from which Capt. Jim and Dorfman 
were fortunate enough to escape. 

The five women could with difficulty 
be constrained by the three men, and 
one among them, Anna 
‘Stern, who could swim. Dorfman 
|} thought of the life preservers and, 
buckling one on each of the women 
| passengers, huddled them in the bow 
j of the boat. The flames licked nearer 
and nearer, and the men were forced 
| to push the women off into the Hudson 
| 6 by one. 
| The burning launch was thirty feet 
| from shore and while many excited per- 
sons ran along the water’s edge no one 
| eould be seen coming to the rescue. 
When the three men leaped overboard, 
Capt. Jim and Munroe Stern remained 
| with the five women, ali holding to the

Owen Opposes Discussion. 


Senator Owen, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, is op- 
posed to paying attention to the views 
of the Chicago conference. Elsewhere 
Representative Glass, Chairman of the 
House Committee, also is quoted as ex- 
pressing somewhat similar views. In 
this view, however, Senator Owen will 
find himself in conflict with leading 
members of the Senate, Democrats as 
Well as Republicans, who think the 
Sankers should have ample opportunity 
to present their views and that these 
Views are entitled to more than mere 
Perfunctory consideration. Democratic 
members of the Banking and Currency 
Committee, men who are loyal to the 
Wilson Administration, are included 
among those who insist on a full inter- 
change of views between the committee 
appointed by the Chicago conference and 
the drafters of the bill. 

Senator O’Gorman of New York, Sena- 
tor Reed of Missouri, and Senator Pom- 
erene of Ohio, all Democrats and all 
members of the committee, are in favor 
of the delegation from the Chicago 
conference having the fullest opportu- 
nity to present the resolutions adopted 
at the conference and to consult with 
the Congressional leaders with a view 
to bringing about changes in the meas- 
ure that may be regarded as fair and 
necessary. Senator Lristow of Kansas, 
a Progressive Republican, also a member 
of the Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, expressed himself along the same 
line. 

Thus it is evident that there fs a 
growing sentiment in the Senate in 
favor of allowing the bankers to show 
that the recommendations adopted at 
Chicago are worthy of the most serious 
consideration. ’ 

House Members Impressed. 


In the House the emphatic indorse- 
ments of Western and Southern busi- 
ness men of the action taken by the Chi- 
cago conference have not had the out- 
ward effect of showing any erystalliza- 
tion of sentiment in favor of get-to- 
gether meetings between the committee 
of bankers appointed at Chicago and 
the House leaders, but this mainly is 
due to the fact that a large number of 
the Representatives have been out of 
town since the publication of these re- 
sponses. Only last Thursday the Demo- 
crats of the House completed a long 
and exhaustive caucus, at which the 
banking and currency measure was con- 
sidered, and many Representatives left 
Washington immediately thereafter to 
pay long-deferred visits to their homes. 
But a disposition favorable to hearing 
the bankers is manifested by some of 
these who are here, and their number 
includes Democratic members of the 
Banking and Currency Committee.

Senator Owen's Statement. 


Senator Owen authorized the follow- 
ing substantial statement of his views: 


As a courtesy, the Committee on 
Banking and Currency of. the Senate 
has decided to hear on Tuesday cer- 
tain prominent bankers who parti- 
cipated in the conference of bankers 
at Chicago. But their views have 
already been extensively heard. Be- 
fore the bill was drafted the fullest 
expressions of opinion were invited, 
and those expressions were not with- 
held.

Warburg, and_others of that group 
appeared in Washington and pre- 
sented their views and their wishes 
also, in the fullest possible manner.

O’Gorman Favornble. 


Senator O’Gorman of New York, Dem- 
ocrat, a ranking member o? the Senate 
Banking and Currency Comniittee, said: 

‘I read with a great deal of interest 
the telegrams which appeared in THe 
New York Times from bankers and mer- 
chants joining in a plea for a free inier- 


change of views on the Currency bill. 
The Senate Banking and Currency Com 
mittee is going to grant a hearing on 
Tuesday to u number of bankers who 
have asked to be heard. I have no doubt 
that every member of the Serate com- 
mittee will listen attentively to their 
advice, counsel, and information before 
any member of that committee definitely 
makes up his mind with respect to tre 
roposed legislation. ‘There may, per- 
1aps, be occasion to hear other gentic- 
aaa, bareee the committee acts on the 
Senator James A. Reed, Democrat,’ 
member of the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, said: 

All I wish to say is that the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee has 
already determined to call in a number 
of leading bankers of the country to 
get their opinions and take them un- 
der consideration, My own opinion is 
that after that the Senate Committee 
will hear some of the bankers who are 
not so leading, and get their views, 
and probably after that the opinions of 
some of the leading merchants. I should 
not be surprised if after that the Sen- 
ate Committee will call in some of the 
representatives of labor and hear what 
they have to say about the matter. I 
cannot speak for the committee, but 


rather think that the committee will. 


give hearings that will, without occa- 
sioning delay, seck to get the repre- 
sentative views of all sections of the 
country. I have never yet lost any- 
thing by hearing both sides of every 
case. I think it was practically de- 
termined in the minds of members of 
the committee last week to get the real 
opinion of those qualified to speak. As 
a starter on Tuesday the committee is 
to hear these particular representatives 
of the banking world.” 


Free Exchange of Views. 


Senator Atlee Pamerene, Democrat, of 
Ohio, a member of the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee, said: 

“The Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee expects to grant a hearing 
during the coming week to representa- 
tives of the Bankers’ Association, I 
certainly am in favor of a free inter- 
change of views between the repre- 
sentatives of the bankers and those 


responsible for the formation of the 
legislation,”’ 


Times Right, Says Bristow. 


Senator Joseph L. Bristow, Republi- 
can, of Kansas, a member of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee, said: 

“THE NEw York Times has the right 
idea when it suggests a free interchange 
of opinions on the currency question. 
I have always believed in getting at the 
facts. I am in favor of postponing the 
hearings before the Senate’ committee 


until after the House has passed the 
bill. Then, after the bill has passed 
the House and comes to the Senate, I 
think the Senate committee ought to 
take it up safely, sanely, and deliberate- 
ly and invite bankers, financiers, the- 
oretical and practical, men who have 
made an extensive and scientific study 
of banking, currency, and finance, and 
have their opinions on the bill as passed 
by the House. 

“I think we should have their views 
on every detail and phase of the bill 
which the House passes, so that the 
country may study the subject. I think 
we should have the views not only of 
the bankers but also the opinions of 
qualified men in various lines of indus- 
try, especially from all those lines of in- 
dustry and commerce which would be 
interested in a new general banking and 
currency policy for the country. I think 
that certainly ought to be done. I 
think it altogether impracticable and 
absurd to try to draft so important a 
bill in a committee from the theoretical 
notions which we may already have 
formed from study or in other ways 
while legislating. 

“Then, again, I do not think we 
ought to mingle the remodeling of our 
banking and currency system with the 
revision of the tariff. Let us do one 
thing well at a time, get the tariff out 
of the way, and then, after that, 
let us concentrate our attention upon 
the matter, let the country apply the 
acid test to the bill and we will get 
something substantial by way of bank- 
ing and currency reform. So far as my 
own influence is concerned, as a mem- 
ber of the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee, I will try to have this course 
adopted. Of course, I do not know what 
the Democratic majority of the commit- 
tee think of it.’’ 


Weeks Would Hear Experts. 


Senator John W. Weeks, Republican, 
of Massachusetts, a member of the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee, 
said: 

“T am thoroughly in accord with the 
idea advanced by THe New York Timzs 
in favor of a free exchange of views be- 


tween the makers of the bill and respon- 
sible bankers and others. As tar ag 1 
am able as a member of the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee 1 
shall urge that .men, practically and 
technically competent, shall be ealled be- 
fore the Senate Committee and asked 
fer their opinions as to the merits and 
the practicability of working out the 
various features of the House bill.” 

Senator Coe I, Crawford of South Da- 
kota, Republican, a member of the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee, 
said: 

“The Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee has had hearings and we in- 
tend to have some more. The Chairman 
of the committee has already announced 
that. That indicates the attitude of the 
Senate committee in the matter.” 


Wingo Wants Bankers Heard. 


The following response from members 
of the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency show that there is senti- 
ment in the committee in favor of giv- 
ing consideration to the views of the 
pankers: 

Representative Otis T. Wingo of Ar- 
kansas, Democrat, said: 

“J certainly feel that a free ex- 
change of opinions between those re- 
sponsible for currency legislation and 
the bankers or merchants of the coun- 
try would be for the best interests of 
the contemplated legislation and the 
financial welfare of the country. I am 
in favor of granting a hearing to the 
bankers or others who have an intelli- 
gent, responsible suggestion to make re. 

arding the proposed legislation any 
ime they wish to be heard before the 
proper committees in Congress. ° 

“Tl did not know that the bankers 
wanted a hearing. I had supposed, 
from the history of the successive steps 
thus far taken toward this legislation, 
that the bankers only wished to talk 
with Secretary McAdoo and Chairmen 
Glass and Owen. 

“Y think the bankers have made the 
mistake of talking too much with a 
few individuals instead of seeking a 
hearing before the committees in charge 
of the legislation. I am_a member of 
the House Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee. and if any banker has asked 
to be heard it has not been brought to 
my attention as a member of the com- 
mittee, So far as I know, no request 
has ever been made by any individual 
banker, or by any committee or group 
of bankers representi any intelligent 
or tangible suggestion for the improve- 
ment of the bill, for any hearing before 
or conference with the committee. 


Expects More Amendments. 


“T am now and always have been in 
favor of oper and frank discussion, and 
believe many misunderstandings would 
be removed if representatives of the 
bankers and members of the committee 
were to face one another across the 
committee table in g full and free and

The bill has been approved and adopted 
by the Democratic caucus as a party 
measure, but the caucus has given the 
House Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee express authority to offer amend- 
ments to the bill when it is taken up for 
consideration by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. I believe the committee will 
have some amendments to offer by that 
time. The House committee will meet 
on Tuesday. If there is any banker, 
merchant, or any committee represent- 
ing. them that has any suggestion for 
the improvement of the bill or any ob- 
jection to it they ought to make a 
formal request to be allowed to present 
those suggestions or objections to the 
committee when it meets Tuesday. 

‘*So far as I am personally concerned, 
if anybody suggests any change in the 
bill which would, in my judgment, im- 
prove the measure. I am ready’ to vote 
for such a change. If this had been 
done in the beginning, I think more 
real and substantial progress would 
have been made with the bill. I voted 
to report the bill, as perfected in the 
committee, to the Democratic caucus. I 
suggested changes in the bill in the 
caucus, some of which were adopted 
and some were not, but voted for the 
bill on final vote in the caucus as a 
party measure, but still I think there 
are some bad defects in the measure, 
and hope er vill be cured before the 
bill becomes law. 

“These defects will have to be cured 
either in the House or when the Dill 
goes to the Senate. If they are not they 
will have .o be cured by supplementary 
legislation, I think, in the next Con- 
gress. I was much surprised over the 
adoption of the provision creating the 
Federal advisory council. I. think it 
was ridiculous, childish, and that it is a 
wart on the bill. It would be just about 
as sensible, I think, to have a railroad 
advisory council! attached as an ap- 
pendix to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The system should be con- 
trolled either by the Government or by 
the banks. I am in favor of the Gov- 
ernment controlling it.’’ 


Impressed by Telegrams. 


Representative H. H. Seldomridge of 
Colorado, a Democratic member of the 
committee, said: 

““I read the expressions of* opinion 
from Southern and Western bankers and 
merchants, which were printed in Tue 
New York Times this morning, with a 
great deal of interest. The Currency 
bill has been thoroughly considered by 
the Democratic members of the House 
Banking and Currency Committee and 


by the caucus, and I believe the Demo- 
cratic members of the House regard it 
as a very good measure. There were 
only nine votes against the bill in the 
caucus. 

‘“*T personally feel that the bill as it 
Stands is almost as complete in its pro- 
visions as it is possible to make it, con- 
sidering all_the elements of the situa- 
tion. The House Committee gave full 
hearings last January to representatives 
of the banking and business world. The 
bill, in many particulars, conforms to 
the views then expressed or to sugges- 
tions which were made by witnesses be- 
fore the committee, 

“T consider Government control the 
fundamental feature of the bill. The 
rank and file oi the party in the House 
indicated in the caucus that it felt the 
Same way. In minor details not in- 
volving this question of Government 
control I have no objection to hearing 
and considering anything the bankers 
have to say provided they do not ask 
us to surrender our position in favor of 
absolute Government control. Frankly, 
I do not think there is any probability 
of having the bill materially changed by 
the House of Representatives. There 
will be no change made by the House 
of Representatives so far as the funda- 
mental feature of Government control 
is concerned.” 

Representative George A. Neely of 
Kansas, Democrat, member of the com- 
mittee, said: 

“ The Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee held hearings for several months 
last year and got a pretty fair expres- 
sion of opinion from representatives of 
the bankers of the country. The views 
of leading bankers have been exchanged 
freely during the past six months, and 
these have been before the framers of 
the measure. A number of changes have 
been made in the text of the bill to meet 
suggestions made by the banking world, 
and I think that the bill takes care of 
the bankers’ interests in pretty good 
shape, 

“IT am opposed to the creation of this 
advisory council. There is no more rea- 
son why there should be such a coyncil 
in the new banking system than that 
there should be such an advisory board 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

IT am opposed to the recommendation 
of the Chicago conference for partial 
banking control of the Federal Reserve 
Board. I believe in full Government 
control. The Democratic Party has 
taken a firm stand on that score and 
I do not think the bankers will be able 
to change that feature of the Dill, 

“The fact of the matter is that every 
bit of the discussion in the Democratic 
caucus touching the Federal Board 
proposition favored giving the Govern- 
ment absolute control. There was not 
a single opponent of full Government 
control in the Democratic caucus, but 
there were objections, of one sort or 
another, to some of the powers of that 
board. 

“YT think the board is given too much 
power, that its power ought to be 
hedged in somewhat. There has been 
no disposition to be unfair to anybody 
in framing this bill. I am glad to re- 
ceive suggestions from bankers, mer- 
chants, or others for improving#the bill.’’ 


Chance for Republicans. 


The present plan of the majority mem- 
bers of the House committee is to de- 
vote Tuesday and Wednesday to con- 
sideration of the measure and report 
it to the House with a favorable recom- 
mendation on Thursday. As the bill 


has received the approval of the Demo- 
cratic caucus, two days of discussion 
in committee with Republican members 
will be largely perfunctory, although 
some of the Democratic members of the 
committee intend to offer amendments 
for further changes, 

President Wilson and Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, before leaving Washington last 
week, did not have an opportunity of 
reading the bankers and business men's 
responses to tne inquiries of THE TIMEs, 
and there is r> means of knowing what 
impression these responses made on 
them. According to Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who have discussed the mat- 
ter with them, the President and the 
Secretary of the Treasury are not in- 
clined to favor any changes in the 
fundamental principles of the bill. The 
President is anxious to obtain currency 
— at as early a date as pos- 
sible. 


WON’T YIELD, SAYS GLASS. 


Doesn’t Think Congress Will Hark- 
en to Bankers’ Demands. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., Aug. 31.—Repre- 
sentative Glass, Chairman of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee of the 
House, who is spending Sunday at his 
home here, issued the following state- 
ment to-day in regard to the resolutions 
recently adopted by the bankers at Chi- 
cago: 

I have carefully read the resolutions 
which a conference of bankers at Chi- 
cago adopted last week, —- eertain 
alterations in the currency bill now 
under consideratich by Congress, and, 
while I am not prepared to say 
whether or not these resolutions rep- 
resent the consensus of bunking opin- 
ion throughout the country, I do know 
quite definitely that hundreds of bank- 
ers have indorsed the Administration 
currency bill without Gualisication, 
The letter files of the Banking and 
Currency Committee completely justi- 
fies this assertion. Indeed, until some 
of the big banks of the reserve and 
central reserve cities inaugurated a 
systematic campaign against the bill 
among their country correspondents 
approval of the measure was quite 
general. 

Assuming, however, that the bank- 
ers’ conference at Chicage did reflect 
the banking opinion of the country, I 
do not think Congress wil! be turned 
aside from its purpose to enact cur- 
rency legislation in the interest of all 
the people rather than legislation dic- 
tated by the banking interests. Speak- 
ing for the Democratic members of 
the House Banking and Currency 
Committee, whe have so far firmly re- 
sisted populistic appeals to the preju- 
dice fomented against bankers, we are 
just as firm in our purpose not to 
yield to unreasonable dgmands on the 
part of bankers. 


Resisted the Demagogues.

we do not intend to be driven to the 
other extreme, which would require us 
to enact legislation for the peculiar 
advantage of the big banks, with their 
vast Stock Exchange connections. 

I shall not venture to predict what 
the Senate will do with the demands 
made by the bankers at Chicago; but, 
having spent several months in dis- 
cussing every phase of the subject in 
the banking and currency committee 
of the House, and having gone through 
the grind of a Democratic caucus on 
every detail of the pending bill, 1 may 
safely assume to say something about 
the attitude of the House. 

There is not a demand contained in 
the resolutions adopted by these bank- 
ers which was not carefully considered 
and fully discussed by the Banking 
and Currency Committee and by the 
Administration; hence such of these 
demands as are not now embodied in 
the measure pending before Congress 
were rejected after due deliberation. 
Some of the alterations proposed by 
the bankers were adopted because they 
seemed to the committee wise and de- 
sirable. They were agreed upon before 
the action taken at Chicago by the 
bankers. 

We have provided a bankers’ council; 
have reduced the reserve requirements 
‘of country banks from 15 to 12 per 
eent., and of reserve city and central 
reserve city banks from 25 to 18 per 
cent.; have authorized the Federal 
Reserve Board to provide a graduated 
penalty on all banks which fall below 
reserve requirements; have raised the 
limit of farm ioans from. nine to 
twelve months; have raised the divi- 
dend limit to member hanks by read- 
pisses the provision of the bill re- 
ating to earnings, and have, because 
it seemed right, done other things 
that radicals opposed while the bank- 
ing interests approved. In addition 
to the things done by the committee 
and the party caucus in constructing a 
banking and currency bill, we have 
resisted every effort to impair the 
strength and sanenes of the measure 
by loading it down with wild and dan- 
gerous expedients. 


Met More Objections. 


Of this fact, the bankers seem to 
have taken little note or to have 
shown no appreciation whatsoever. 
They come forward now with renewed 
demands, threatening to defeat the 
bill if they are not complied with. As 
already stated, the proposals have re- 
peatedly been considered by the Ad- 


ministration and by the Banking and 
Currency Committee of the House, act- 
ing in concert with the Chairman of 
the Banking and Currency Committee 
of the Senate. They were pressed up- 
on us by some of the most eminent 
bankers in the country and rejected 
because they were regarded as neither 
wise nor expedient. 

Only two of these many proposals 
were stated to be fundamental. One 
related to banking representation on 
the Federal Reserve Board, and the 
other to counting balances with re- 
serve and central reserve banks as 
reserve for country banks. The first 
of these objections is partially met by 
the appointment of an advisory coun- 
cil of bankers, while the second is 
partially and by a considerable reduc- 
tion in reserve requirements. 

It is my very firm conviction that 
no further concessions should be made 
or will be made. It is my belief that 
no bill embodying these additional de- 
mands by the bankers could pass the 
House, nor is it my judgment that 
any bill containing these further de- 
mands would receive the approval of 
the President in any event. While I 
have taken and still hold to the con- 
-servative side of the question, I think 
it decidedly preposterous to contend 
that no banking and currency bill 
which does not receive the unquali- 
fied indorsement of the big bankers 
of the country can be either sound or 
serviceable. A suggestion of that sort 
is positively offensive. 


COASTER DRIVER KILLED. 


Son of the Owner Falls to the 
Ground from Highest Point.

LONG BRANCH, N. J., Aug. 31.— 
While operating a car on the scenic 
railway in Ocean Park to-night, Ray- 
mond Piper, son of Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam H. Piper, lost his hold in making 
the curve at the highest point and fell 
eighty-five feet. He died on the way 
to the Monmouth Memorial Hospital. 

In the car he was driving were two 
young women and two young men.

Japanese mills, about which so much 
talk has been made, are largely run at 
a loss, The development of China, as 
foreshadowed by the political revolu- 
tion, and the construction of railways, 
are sure to increase the market for 
steel products of all kinds, while Japan 
will probably import most of its iron 
goods for generations to come. The 
ideal cargo, cotton and fron, can there- 
fore be carried to the Orient. In addi- 
tion, sugar from Cuba may form a 
profitable export, because both China 
and Japan import sugar, although the 
total quantity is only _ 1,000,000,000 
pounds—about one-fourth the total im- 
port of the United States. It is not 

{kely that the grain and flour trade 
that is sure to develop at the mouth of 
the eniesppt ‘vill ever affect the ship- 
ments to the Orient. British India, 
Australia, Russia, and Canada—all near- 
er to China and Japan than New Or- 
leans—are all exvorting heavily of 
wheat and other grains. 

“ At present the trade in cotton and 
iron with China and Japan is carried 
on largely through the Suez Canal, al- 
though small shipments are made from 
San Francisco. With the opening of 
the canal the all-water route from 
Charleston to Japan will be shortened 
4,500 miles, and from Galveston to 
Japan 5,700 miles. : 

“A return vargo from China and 
Japan and the East Indies will not be 
easy to,accumulate, because the arti- 
cles exported from the Orient do not 
make bulk.

LIFTING PANAMA RAILROAD. 


Difficulty in Carrying Embank- 
ments to New Level for Canal. 


The Panama Canal Record, the offi- 
cial publication of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, which has just reached 
New York, contains an article telling 
of the progress of the work of raising 
to their final heights the embankments 
for the relocated Panama Railroad, the 
old tracks of which will in a great many 
places be inundated when the gana] is 
filled with water to the operating level.

Chat with the Disillusioned C. 
W. Morse, Now Back in 
the Shipping Trade. ' 


THE VALUE OF WALL STREET 


With a Note on “Wash” Sales and 


the Government’s Share in 


Their Encouragement. 


A writer on THE NEW YORK TIMES 
ANNALIST has interviewed Charles W. 
Morse, who, after many vicissitudes, is 
back again in the shipping business 
almost within sound of the Wall Street 
maelstrom, and the result is published 
in the current issue. In the course of 
the interview Mr. Morse made some 
interesting observations upon ‘‘ wash”’ 
transactions On the Stock Exchange 
and upon stock speculation generally. 

“Have you ever considered,” said 
the former bank President, ‘‘ how the 
Government compels the banks and 
those responsible for securities to make 
artificial or wash transactions?” 

“How is that?’ 

“Do you see here all 
tions in 100-share lots?’ 

He began to indicate them in the 
financial page of a newspaper, begin- 
ning at the top of the list and going 
straight down. 

““Wouldn’t it be an extraordinary co- 
incidence that in many stocks so 
many people should want just 
shares each day? You will find it so 
every day, especially when the mar- 
ket is dull. It is not a coincidence.” 

“What is it, then?” 

“You have a bank,’’ said Mr. Morse, 
expositorily. ‘‘ You have a lot of money 
loaned out on Stock Exchange securities. 
The Government sends a young man to 
examine your condition and he goes 
over your loans. He takes this table of 
Stock Exchange quotations and begins 
to check tnem off. Here is a loan of 
so much on a stock quoted --sterday 
at par. The loan is 80 per cent. That 
is right. :iere is another loan on a 
certain stock that was quoted yesterday 
at 50; and the loan is 80 per cent. of 
that, and that is good, and so on, until 
he comes to a stock for which there is 
no Stock Exchange quotation. That 
he puts to one side as doubtful. But 
if you had engaged a specialist on the 
floor of the Stock Exchange to buy and 
sell 100 shares of that stock the day be- 
fore at a certain price, the young man 
quotation and be satis- 
fied. Therefore, I say, the Government 
makes ‘it necessary for those who have 
credit in securities to make artificial 
transactions in order to maintain a quo- 
tation for the examiner to see.”’ 

“What would you do about it?” | 

“T should think a Bank Examiner 
cught to ascertain the value of things 
without reference to Stock Exchange 
quotations,’”’ said Mr. Morse. ‘It is 
perfectly feasible. In Wall Street too 
much importance attaches to mere quo- 
tations, irrespective of real value. A 
bank will lend money on a thing of nom- 
inal value that is quoted regularly much 
sooner than upon a security of real in- 
trinsic value for which there is not a 
current quotation. I know of a man 
at the head of a large and solvent cor- 
poration who needed half a _ million 
dollars for it as a commercial loan, He 
could net borrow it at any bank. The 
stock of his corporation was quoted 
regularly. He had a great deal of the 
stock himself, and he turned a block 
of it over to a broker. The broker took 
it to a bank and borrowed half a mil- 
lion dollars on it at 3 per cent., though 
the same bank had refused to lend the 
corporation the money at 6 per cent.” 

“As you now see it, what is the 
present economic utility of Stock Ex- 
change speculations? ’”’ 

‘Tt bears the same 
production of wealth that race-track 
gambling at Saratoga bears to _ the 
breeding of horses,’’ said Mr. Morse. 
‘‘That a certain horse wins a great 
race, with a lot of money attached, is 
interesting and exciting, but it has noth- 
ing to do with the value of horses at 
Chicago.’’ 

‘* Suppose it stopped? ”’ 

‘That would do no great harm.” 

‘* Except temporarily to the brokers, 
you mean?” 

** Not even to them. There are eleven 
hundred members of the Stock Ex- 
change, each with enough capital, en- 
ergy, and brains to go out and produce 
something. Nothing is produced by this 
Stock Exchange speculation we are talk- 
ing about. It serves very largely to 
make investors uneasy. They are in- 
fluenced by quotations. If a man in- 
vests money in a mortgage on 
piece of property on the corner over 
there he locks the mortgage up and gets 
his interest and never worries about his 
principal. He does not look in the paper 
every morning to get a quotation. But 
if he puts his money in a stock or a 
bond and the price declines 10 points he 
thinks less about the intrinsic value of 
his investment than about the price. He 
imagines something is wrong. And it 
is not a proper state of mind.’’ 

‘“Would you do away with Stock Ex- 

change speculation, then?’”’ 
“I've only told you what I think of 
it,’ said Mr. Morse, refusing to go any 
further. “But I can tell you how to 
stop it—the worst of it. That is to keep 
the money at home. I should say that 
40 per cent. of the money in Wall 
Street comes from out of town.” 


CARAVELS SAIL FOR PANAMA. 


Will Pass Through the Canal 
Their Way to San Francisco. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—For the second 
time in their twenty years of existence 
the Columbus caravels, the Nina, the 
Pinta, and the Santa Maria, replicas of 
the three famous ships which bore the 
explorer to the shores of the New World, 
started on a long voyage when they left 
Chicago to-day for San Francisco, where 
they are to be exhibits in the Panama- 
Pacific -Exposition. They are manned 
by Harvard. students. 

Since 18938, when the Spanish Govern- 
ment officially turned over the caravels 


to the United States at the time of the 
World’s Fair in Chicago, they have rest- 
ed peacefully at anchor in Jackson Park 
Harbor. They will go through the Great 
Lakes and the St. Lawrence River. 
From Boston they will sail down the 
Atlantic Coast, through the Panama 
Canal, and up the Pacific Coast. to San 
Francisco. 3 

The iong sea trip to the Atlantic en- 
trance of the canal will be broken by 
naval pageants in which the caravels 
will take part at several ports on the 
coast. 

On Oct. 12, 1492, Columbus caught his 
first sight of the New World when the 
island which he later named San Salva- 
dor hove in view on the horizon, The 
caravels will stop at this island on their 
southward journey and pay their re- 
po to ‘the place where the explorer 
first planted the flag of Spain.

GERMAN CITIES BEST RULED. 


Chattanooga’s Mayor Thinks Their 
Method: Better Than Ours. 


Among the passengers who arrived 
yesterday from Southampton on the 
steamship Philadelphia was T. C. 
Thompson, Mayor of Chattanooga, who 
has been studying problems in municipal 
government in the principal cities of Eu- 
rope. Munich, where the present Mayor 


has held office continuously tor twenty- 
five years, pleased him most for its good 
roads, police regulations, sanitation and 
general cleanliness, 

“The Germans are ahead of the 
United States in municipal government,” 
Mayor Thompson said, “ but I think 
we are ahead of France and England, 
except as to good roads, where those 
countries easily lead the way. 

“The German idea is to get the best 
man for the job irrespective of party, 
and then to keep him at it. The munic- 
ipal authorities in Berlin have just or- 
dered 7,000 metal boxes to be put in the | 
ground for the reception of street refuse, 
which can be raised and put into the 
carts by small cranes worked by the 
driver. London hag improved much in 
the conditions of its streets, but I 
thought that Paris was much more neg- 
lected than when I first saw it in 1878. | 

‘““We shall never be able to develop 
our cities like they do in Germany 
while the Municipal Government is 
hampered in its actions by the State 
Legislature. If a sum of $5,000,000 was 
needed for street improvements in Ber- 
all the Mayor would have to do

on. So close was the vote upon which 
this resolution was adopted that it is 
not likely the anti-Sulzer leaders would 
hazard another test vote in the As- 
sembly when it reconvenes, on Sept. 
17, unless the new developments should 
prove of the most vital significance. 


Compensation of Senators. 


Lawyers who have followed the im- 
peachment matter closely, including 
some of the most prominent Senators, 
are divided in opinion as to what will 
be the compensation of the Senators 
sitting with the Court of Appeals as 
judges at the trial. They point out 


two sections of the laws that appar- 
ently are in conflict. One of them 
seems to indicate that the Senators will 
be entitled to the same pay as the 
Judges of the Court of Appeals, which 
is approximately $40 a day. The other 
section fixes the compensation at $10 
a day. On the lower basis, the item 
of expense to the State for the com- 
pensation of the forty-nine Senators 
would amount to $490 a day, and at 
the higher rate $1,960 a day. The lat- 
ter figure would make the Senatorial | 
expense item alone, for a thirty-day | 
Bession, nearly $60,000. The compeh- 
sation for the nine members of the 
Assembly ‘‘steering committee” at the 
game rate would add approximately 
$10,000, and the expenses of attendants, 
witnesses, stenographers, and _ other 
necessary adjuncts to the court are 
likely to bring the total up above the 
$100,000 mark. 

This makes no allowance for the for- 
midable array of counsel engaged on 
both sides. The members of the ‘“ steer 
ing committee ’’ decline to furnish any 
details of their arrangements for com- 
pensating counsel for the State, but, on 
the basis of what has been allowed in 
the Allds and other notable cases, this 
is not likely to fall below $50,000 in the 
aggregate. While counsel for the ac- 
cused Governor have been particular to 
announce that they will accept no pay- 
ment from him, lawyers say that this 
does not affect the legality of their 
oeue against the State for compensa- 

on. 

It is only a few months since the Leg- 
islature appropriated $16,600 for the trial 
expenses of ex-State Engineer Skene, 
who defended successfully an _ indict- 
ment for felony based on alleged mal- 
administration, and it is said that in 
Mr. Sulzer’s case his counsel wouid 
have an equally valid claim for com- 
pensation against the State, however the 
court may find. From this viewpoint 
the State is liable to be saddled with an- 
other $50,000. 

The attorneys so far designated to 
represent the Assembly, which stands in 
the relation of prosecutor, are Edgar T. 
Brackett, Alton B. Parker, Eugene 
Lamb Richards, Isadore Kressel, and 
Hiram C. Todd. It is probable that 
other counsel will be employed, possibly 
John B. Stanchfield and William Trav- 
ers Jerome. Those who have volunteered 
to serve as counsel for Mr. Sulzer in- 
clude D Cady Herrick, Irving G. Vann, 
Harvey D. Hinman, Louis Marshall, and 
James Gay Gordon of Philadelphia, who 
is acting as Mr. Sulzer’s counsel in 
other proceedings. There are likely to 
be additions to this imposing legal bat- 
tery. 

Frawley Committee, Also. 


In addition to this, the expenses of the 
Frawley Committee are closely involved 
with the impeachment proceedings, and 
largely chargeable to this account.

Allan Robinson Says Attack on Him 
Is for Murphy Only. 


A mass meeting held last night at 184 
Eldridge Street to protest against the | 
impeachment of Gov. Sulzer was ron 
dressed by Allan Robinson, President | 
of the Allied Real Estate Interests. who 
said the attack on the Governor was 
not a question of impeachment, so far 
as the public was concerned, but one of 
principle.

A Spurious Newspaper Sold in New 
York and Philadelphia. 

A stir was created early last evening 

in New York, Philadelphia, Wilming- 

ton, Del., and Atlantic City by the elr- 


| culation of a four-page newspaper pur- 


porting to be the first issue of The Sun- 
day Telegram, published under a Phila- 
delphia date line, and containing a false 
report that Harry K. Thaw, with s&v- 
eral of his attorneys, had been shot and 
killed by guards while trying to escape 
in an automobile from the jail in Sher- 
brooke, Canada. The paper found a 
ready sale at five cents a copy. It was 
circulated as an extra. 

At the head of the editorial column of 
The Sunday Telegram the name oO 
A. Lazar of Philadelphia appeared as 
publisher, and below that was the union 
Gaus Pot Oe delphia 
Council o adelphia. 

Inquiries made in Philadelphia for J. 
A. Lazar were without result. Further- 
more members of the local Typo- 
graphical Union there asserted that the 
union label was a fake, because it bore 
no number to indicate in_ what ‘office 
the paper had been printed. When the 
investigation was carried still further it 
was found that the paper had been sent 
to Philadelphia and Atlantic City, ap- 


parently from New York. It was learned | 


that two men arrived in Philadelphia 
about 4 o'clock in 1 
two large bundles of the paper, which 
they distributed to the newsboys. It was 
also sold on the Boardwalk in Atlantic 
City. 

Marsden G. Scott, President of Typo- 
graphical Union No. 6 in_ this city, 
when informed of the circulation of the 
paper with the union label on which 
the customary printer's number was 
lacking, said that the publication ap- 
parently was a fake.

What accumulation of facts will 
convince those despairing for pros- 
perity that prosperity is here and 
gives no signs of departing, despite 
the worst that can be done by the 
managers of aur affairs? We have re- 
ports of unprecedented foreign trade 
when the country is hovering on the 
edge of a new tariff, and is perplexed 
about the outlook for the hardly less 
necessary reform of our banking and 
currency system. As a prediction the 
facts would be incredible, and as they 
pass to the record they are not ap- 
preciated. The is equally 
stolid over the greatest crop loss in 
a decade. for this 
stability as regards the country at 
large have already been set forth here, 
but the manner of the reception of} 
the setback by those too directly af- 
fected to be comforted by mere rea- 
soning is nothing short of marvelous.

If ever 
business should really become alarmed 
and desperate the politicians would 
run like sheep. 

How much the country owes to the 
politicians appears from their cam- 
paign against the trusts. They 
smashed the Oil Trust, and oil is at 
its highest since the campaign began. 
They smashed the Tobacco Trust, and 
it is about to capture the British 
trade. They are bothering the Rail- 
way Trust, and have smashed several 
combinations that have restrained 
trade by carrying freight. The result 
is that a Representative in Congress 
from the region served by the com- 
bination now in process of dissolution 
is moving for an investigation of 
monopolist practices worse than when 
the combination was at its height. A 
leading railway equipment trust last 
week incorporated an export depart- 
ment. Another reports the 
opening of twenty-six shops in Eng- 
land, with nine in London, and weekly 
additions. It that 
‘abroad ”’ appreciates our trusts more 
than ourselves, and that a question is 
raised as to just how much reform of 
the trusts the country can endure. 

There is no teacher like experlence. 
If deductions from current facts fail 
to convince those resolved to sorrow 
they may submit to the evidence 
drawn from the results of the pre- 
vious greatest crop failure. After the 
genuine crop failure of 1901—that of 
this year being a counterfeit, com- 
paratively—the increase in value of 
the corn crop by the reduction to 
1,522,000,000 hushels brought the re- 
turn to the farmers up to $921,000,000, 
the very large crop of the preceding 
vear having realized only $751,000,000.

The increase of 
the net is a mere $81,514,346. The 
railways’ figures may fall below the 
Commission's, for it is sometimes 
hard to pay interest and dividends on 
book accounts. But actual payments 
are harder for the pessimists to ex- 
plain away.

There seemed to be 
a@ warning of something of the sort 
in the bank failure in Pittsburgh, 
earrying down a portentous volume of 
capitalization. But now comes word 
that the embarrassment of the hold- 
ing company was due to difficulty 
regarding fresh capital, rather than 
to deficiency of earning power in the 
invested capital. The earning power 
of the subsidiaries remains good, and 
the failure is less hopeless than it 
seemed. The lesson here is that no 
self-contained "enterprise need be 
alarmed for itself and need not worry

NO PRESENT CAUSE FOR ALARM. 

In his first official note, made pub-

and of a corresponding degree, therefore, 
of efficiency as practicing physicians.” 

To the layman the only excuse for 
such a deprivation would seem to be a 
demonstrated inability of women to 
utilize profitably, for the public and 
themselves, what this high authority 
calls the half of a medical education. 
And apparently that inability has been 
assumed, not demonstrated—a 
obviously incongruous with 
principles.

NEW STATE LAWS 
IN EFFECT T0-DAY 


Full Crew, Anti-Race Discrimi- 
nation, Stock Exchange, and 
Nearly 60 Other Acts. 


ADDITION TO DIVORCE LAW 


Guilty Party Loses All Interest in 
Life Insurance in Favor of the 
Other——Firearms Permits.

ALBANY, Aug. 31.—This year's 
amendments to the State laws number 
79, of which 60 become effective to- 
morrow, Sept. 1. One of the most im- 
portant is the Full-Crew act, under 
which, it has been intimated, the rail- 
roads of this State will be compelled to 
employ about 2,000 additional trainmen 


and brakemen, at an increased annual 
cost of more than $2,000,000. 

The <Anti-Race Discrimination act is 
another important law which goes into 
effect to-morrow. Under this act, if anv 
public resort, place of amusement or 
place of public accommodation shall 
print or circulate any literature in which 
it is stated that such places discriminate 
because of color, race or creed, it shall 
constitute a violation of the law, under 
which the person aggrieved may recover 
from $100 to $500, and that the person 
or persons committing the offense upen 
conviction shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and be liable to a fine of 
from $100 to $500, imprisonment of from 
thirty to ninety days, or both. 

The new laws affecting the New York 
Stock Exchange will go into effect to- 
morrow. One of these provides that 
discrimination by the New York Stock 
Exchange against the Consolidated and 
other Exchanges shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor. Another provides for the 
immediate delivery by brokers to cus- 
tomers of memoranda of stock trans- 
actions.

Relatives of Poor Responsible.

Any officer, Director, Trustee, employee 
or agent of any corporation to which the 
banking law is applicable, who abstracts 
or willfully misapplies any of the money, 
funds or property of such corporation, or 
willfully misapplies its cr t. is guilty 
of a felony, Nothing in this section shall 
be denied or considered to repeal. amend or 
impair any existing provision of law pre- 


scribing a punishment for any such of- 
fense, 


The provision relative to arson is made 
to provide that a person who willfully 
burns or sets on fire a vessel, car, or 
other vehicle, or a building, structure, 
or other erection, which at the time is 
insured against loss or damage by fire, 
with intent to prejudice or defraud the 
insurer thereof, is guilty of arson in the 
second degree. 

Under another penalelaw amendment 
it is made a misdemeanor for any steam 
railroad corporation to fail to cause 
guard rails to be placed, in lieu of 
guard posts, within the running rails 
of its track, or such other safeguard as 
the Public Service Commission may di- 
rect. 


Penal Law Amendments. 


The amendments to the Code of Crimi- 
nal Procedure include: : 

Prohibiting the selling of real estate by 
means of prizes, rewards or the use of 
puzzles. 

Providing that an appeal to the Supreme 
Court may be taken by the defendant from 
the judgment on a conviction after indiet- 
ment, except that when the judgment is of 
death, the appeal must be taken direct to 
the Court of Appeals, and upon the appeal, 
any actual decision of the court in an in- 
termediate order of proceeding forming a 
part of the judgment roll, as prescribed 
by Section 485, may he reviewed. 

Senator Stilwell’s amendment providing 
that in the City of New York a defendant 
or witness, instead of giving bail, may de- 
posit the sum mentioned in the order of 
commitment with the City Chamberlain, 
instead of with the County Treasurer, and 
providing that upon the termination of the 
proceeding the deposit shall be returned to

Providing that an action against a for- 
eign corporation may be maintained by 
another corporation or by a non-resident, 
where a foreign corporation is doing busi- 
ness within this State. 

Compared @ party to a pending action 
to permit the other party to take a photo- 
graph of a book, document, or other paper 
Telative to the merits of the action or the 
defense therein. : 

Among the new laws in operation to- 

morrow is the Foley amendment to the 
public health Taw, which provides for 
an inspection by the State Health Com- 
missioner of kitchens of all hotels, pub- 
lic restaurants, publie dining rooms, 
dining cars and steamboats, and all 
public, penal, and charitable institu- 
tions to entorce the provision prohibit- 
ing the use of utensils or dishes not 
previously cleansed in a sanitary man- 
ner.

LAUDS OUR EDUCATORS

MONTREAL, Quebec, Aug. 81.—Vis- 
count Haldane, Lord High Chancellor 
ef England, slipped unostentatioushy 
into Montreal at 7;30 thig morning. He 
was accompanied by the Premier of 
Quebec, Sir Lomer Gouin, and Charles 
J. Doherty, Dominion Minister of Jus- 
tice, On the platform to meet him was 
Mr. Whitelock, Secretary to the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, which he is to ad- 
dress here to-morrow. 

The hour was too early for a large 
gathering and the arrangements made 
fer Lord Haldane’s reception, which had 
been very carefully planned, were, it is 
understood, in keeping with his ex- 
pressed desire for a quiet arrival. Lord 
Haldane was up and dressed long before 
the train arrived, and he alighted from 
the special] car with a springy step and 
a face keenly eager. He willingly faced 
the group of camera men who had been 
in waiting since 6 o’clock, extending to 
them a few words of humorous con- 
Sratulations on their enterprise as he 
appeared on the platform ahead of Sir 
Lomer and Mr. Doherty. Then he shook 
hands with Mr. Whitelock, and was 
awiftly whirled Away to the Ritz Carl- 
ton Hotel te breakfast. 

From the time he left the train he 
had a busy day, not one minute of 
which was wasted. He was at break- 
fast within five minutes after he reached 
the hotel, spending ten minutes over a 
simple meal. 

One of the first to greet him was 
Chief Justice White of the United States 
Supreme Coyrt, accompanied by Frank 
B. Kellogg, President of the American 
Bar Association. The respective heads 
of the judicial systems of the United 
States and Great Britain shortly after- 
ward went for an automobile tour of 
the city. 

Later Lord Haldane met a large gath- 
ering of the leading officials of the Bar 
‘Association and distinguished members 
of the legal profession in the United 
States, many of whom he greeted per- 
sonally, and also addressed a number of 
prominent Montreal lawyers by name, 

aving heard them argue cases before 
the Privy Council. Lord Haldane chat- 
ted with the Bar Association officials 
for over half an hour. Later he was 
driven to church, and returred to the 
hotel to meet the Premier of Canada, 
Robert Laird Borden, and the Lieutenant 
Governor of Quebee Province, Sir Fran- 
cois Langelier, who had made a special 
R from Quebec City to welcome him. 

he Mount Royal Club, whose memb- 
ers include many of Montreal's million- 
aires, entertained him at luncheon. At 
& reception he held at the Ritz-Carlton 
he shook hands with over three 
hundred judges and lawyers. He re- 
ferred laughingly to his ten-minute ap- 
pointment schedule and appeared to 
enjoy keenly the business-like way in 
which every moment of his stay here 
had been mapped out, He made a 
Special point of giving a twenty-min- 
ute interview to the waiting news- 
paper men, although scores of dis- 
inguished Americans and Canadians 
waited in the corridars outside his 
Buite to greet him. 

In his conversation with the reporters 
the Lord Chancellor covered a multi- 
tude of subjects, including Canadian 
education, the Canadian naval problem, 
the marriage question in Quebec Prov- 
ince, and a comprehensive survey of 
Canadian law and jurisprudence. 

As he invited the reporters to sit 
around him in a semi-circle, he said: 

‘YT am much impressed with one thing 
in the United States and Canada, and 
that is the tremendous development in 
both countries along educational and in- 
tellectual lines. I can, of course, under- 
stand your material development, but 
the other thing impresses me even more, 
I crossed the ocean with some of the 
leading American and Canadian repre- 
sentatives of education, and am in a 

sition to realize the development of 
he intellectual life of the United States 
and hére also. What this will lead to 
in the next twenty years I am _ per- 
haps in a position to judge almost better 
than you can. I am Chairman of the 
Royal Commission on Education in Eng- 
land, and I can assure you that we have 
followed with the greatest interest the 
lessons which you have been able to 
teach us both here and in the United 
States. We are a American and 
Canadian development along these lines, 
and I hope it will stimulate us in our 
own work to watch the efforts and 
realize the energy which the American 
continent is putting into intellectual as 
—— as industrial and commercial mat- 
ers.”” 

**Do_you believe in conscription? * 
Lord Haldane was asked. 

**¥ don’t think we shall ever have con- 
scription in England,” he replied. ‘‘-We 
are responsible for the defense of the 
empire, and that involves the keeping 
up of a great overseas army. With 
our navy to command the seas, it fol- 
iows that our professional army should 
be almost voluntary. You see the“vital 
, of imperial defense. If we 

ad conscription we should never have 
such a tremendous stream of voluntary 
service.’’ 

Cn the Canadian naval question he 
said: : 

“We have great confidence in your 
ability to work things out for your- 
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selves. The prificiple underlying the 
British Empire is absolute freedom, and 
it is for you to judge what you should 
do. Of course, it would be a great re- 
lief to us {f, with the increasing burden 
on our shoulders, you co@ld assist in 
the defence of our common interests. 
It would be a great source of strength 
to the empire if, in her own way, Can- 
ada took her own share in this work, 
but of course we do not want to inter- 
fere. We will defend the empire as long 
as you want us to do so. But the 
greatest guarantee for the peace of the 
world will be any additional strength 
that you can give us. We do not want 
to mix up in any foreign quarrels. Our 
policy is to steer clear of any foreign 
entanglements, but the more you can 
come into our councils and share in our 
foreign policy the more happy we shall 
eel,”’ 

After luncheon the whole party pro- 
ceeded in automobiles to the Hunt Club, 
where Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, Acting 
Governor General in the absence of the 
Duke of Vomnaught, held a reception to 
the Bar Association and their distin- 
guished guests as the representative of 
King George. 

The reception was attended by the 
wives and other women relatives_of 
visiting members of the American Bar 
Association, who were presented to 
Lord Haldane. 

In the evening the Lord Chancellor 
was the guest of honor at a dinner given 
at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel by Mr. Kel- 
logg, President of the Bar Association. 
The proceedings were private. es 

Among the visiting jurists here is 
ex-President William H. Taft, who at- 
tracted much _ attention. His burly 
form, though not so bulky as that of 
Lord Haldane, runs the Chanceller a 
close second, and they were easily the 
two dominating figures. 

Maitre Labori, Mr. Taft, Lord Haldane, 
Sir John Simon, the British Solicitor Gen- 
eral; Premier Borden, Mr. Kellogg, and 
Attorney General James McReynolds, 
formed a striking group at the Ritz- 
Carlton reception. At one moment there 
was a general burst of laughter, dur- 
ing which Mr, Taft held his sides and 
shook with mirth, while the Lord Chan- 
cellor threw back his massive head and 
roared with equal gusto, 

Chief Justice White and Premier Bor- 
den spent some time together, and were 
engaged in an animated conversation of 
over half an hour in the afternoon. To- 
morrow morning at 9 o'clock Premeir 
Berden will deliver his official welcome 
to the Bar Association and to Lord Hal- 
dane, in the Royal Victoria College, 
Lord Stratheona’s gift to McGill Uni- 
versity for the education of women, after 
which the Lord Chancellor will address 
the jurists.

must be supported by their fellow-men. 
Before Christ and for centuries after 
Him labor was considered menial and 
servile. It was the lot of slaves. Christ 
recognized and taught the dignity of la- 


bor. He was a workingman and la- 
bored at His trade of carpenter. His 
Twelve Apostles were all workingmen, 
and most of the saints in the calendar 
of the Church have been workingmen 
and women. Christ taught that ‘to 
labor is to pray,’ but it depends upon 
the nature and value of the work and 
the spirit in which it is approached. 


Labor Not a Mere Commodity. 


“The day is fast approaching when all 
the forces of nature will be harnessed 
by the ingenuity of man and machinery 
will still further displace manual effort, 
but labor whether of brain or muscle 
will never be abolished. When we talk 
about the dignity of labor it is weil to 
remind employers that labor is not a 
mere commodity to be bought and sold 
in the lowest market. ‘The laborer is 
worthy of his hire,’ and that hire must 
at all times constitute a living and 
equitable wage. 

‘Socialism has come down the ages 
striving to destroy rather than to build 
up. Christianity differs from Socialism 
in that it looks first to the character of 
the individual, and thus seeks to obtain 
results. Socialism looks to the results 
of its propaganda to influence character. 
It is un-American, un-Catholic, and un- 
Christian. Remedies for existing evils 
are not to be found in Socialism. They 
will be found through careful, consist- 
ent, individual and united effort. 

‘* During the past twenty years much 
has been accomplished through conserv- 
ative progress for the working class, 
Labor is no longer considered a machine. 
Employers have been forced to recognize 
that the interests of labor are identical 
with their own, and that a wrong to the 
workingman is an injustice to society. 
However, neither the employers nor the 
workers have the right to adjudge their 
own case or claims. The State and the 
public are the best arbiters. Through 
the force of public opinion in the last 
twenty years labor has accomplished re- 
forms for the betterment of society as a 
whole. Child labor has be@n dimin- 
ished, the conditions for women work- 
ers have been improved, wages have 
been standardized, and hours of labor 
limited. 

“ Other reforms are on the way. In- 
surance aainst non-employment, work- 
men’s compensation, employers’ _liabil- 
ity, and similar propositions will soon 
be enacted into law through an _ en- 
lightened public opinion. Great think- 
ers are intent on the problems now, 
Public men are unselfishly working to 
solve these questions, All honor to the 
men who thus seek to benefit the lowly 
and insure justice to the weak. 

‘“‘One of the greatest problems which 
remains to be solved is that of unem- 
ployment. Distorted reasoners will te 
you that one cause for unemployment is 
the constant improvement of machinery 
and the displacement of human labor. 
This is not true. When machinery in- 
creases production and cheapens the 
cost of a commodity it displace labor on 
one side and creates new Channels of 
employment on the other. Increased 
production means increased labor in dis- 
tribution and so on. 


The Army of the Unemployed, 


“There has always been about 10 
per cent. of the population at all times 
and in all countries out of employment. 
Sometimes this percentage is much 
higher. How to solve the problem is 
difficult for us to see. It may come 
through enforced insurance against un- 
employment. through increasing the 
fluidity of labor by trade_ schools, 
through colonization and distribution of 
labor where it is needed. It is terrible 
to gaze upon the great army of the un- 
employed. It is even sadder to see a 
middle-aged man forced into the ranks 
of that army to make room for the 
brain or brawn of a younger man. God 
gave us light to solve this problem— 
she seGsens and most grievous of all our 
vexing questions.’’

Such men as he should be made to dis- 
gorge their gains by legal Means or 
through moral persuasion.”’ 

One hundred and fifty delegates from 
all sections of New Jersey are in at- 
tendance at the convention, which will 
end to-morrow with the election of of- 
ficers and an informal entertainment.

MEMBERSHIP DUES 


300,000 Lads Will Be Assessed 
25 Cents a Year to Make 
Order Self-Supporting. 


OFFICIALS WILL PAY MORE 


This Will Enable the Organization 
to. Maintain Its Work Without 
Appealing to Charity. 


A new plan of membership for the 
Boy Scouts of America, affecing 300,000 
boys and 7,000 voluntary Scout Masters 
throughout the country, has been adopt- 
ed by the Executive Board of the 
National Council, it was announced 
yesterday. Under this plan, the entire 
Boy Scout movement will cease to be 
a philantropy, and will become selt- 
supporting. 

The new plan, which soes into effect 
on Oct, 1, provides for the payment of 
an annual membership fee of twenty- 
five cents for each enrolled Boy Scout. 
The councils of the organization are di- 
vided into two classes. The first class 
represents cities, towns and counties 
where a central office is maintained 
with one or more employed officials. 
These councils will elect at least one 
member of the National Council, and 
one additional member for every 1,000 
boys enrolled as scouts. The councils 
of the second class will represent cities, 
towns and counties where paid officials 
are not required. These will elect an- 
nually one representative to the Na- 
tional Council. 

Of the membership dues collected by 
councils of the first class, fifteen cents 
of each twenty-five will be retained for 
local work and ten cents will be sent 
to the National Council to maintain 
the National bureau. Of the dues col- 


lected by Councils of the second class, 
five cents of every twenty-five will be 
retained for the maintenance of the 
local work, and the rest will go to the 
National Headquarters. In all cases, 
the payment of the membership fee 
will entitle each boy to a membership 
certificate from the National ,Head- 
quarters, showing: him to be a Scout in 
good standing for one year from the 
date-of payment. Hxtra payments are 
provided for members of local councils 
also, badges issued by the National 
and other scout officials. Hereaiter, 
Council will not be forwarded unless

Gen. Burleson, who in April last ap- 


proved contracts for transporting the 
mail in the lower part of the city by 
auto trucks. The end of the horse 
above Forty-second Street came four 
years ago. The new contracts apply to 
that part of Manhattan from Forty-sec- 
ond Street south, where the greater pro- 
portion of New York’s mail matter is 
handled. 

The new auto trucks will transport all 
mail matter to and from the General 
Post Office and the steamship lines and 
the Grand Central and Pennsylvania 
Stations and ‘other railroad terminals. 
The trueks were sent out last night on 
the stroke of 12 from their temporary 
garage at Twenty-fifth Street and Elev- 
enth Avenue. A garage to accommo- 
date 100 motor trucks for the postal 
service is under construction at Forty- 
third Street and First Avenue, but {ft 
will not be ready for occupancy until 
Nov. 1. 

Above Forty-second Street the mail is 
collected and distributed under a sep- 
arate contract. There are four two- 
ton and fourteen one-ton trucks in this 
service in the upper part of the city. 
All. the trucks in the postal service of 
the city are operated by electric power. 

In the boroughs of Richmond, Brook- 
lyn, and Queens the horse may still 
be seen in front of mail wagons. Most 
of the mail ig handled in these boroughs 
by the traction companies, but the horse 
comes in handy for the outlying sec- 
tions. Yesterday a post office official 
characterized the system of collection 
and transportation in these boroughs 
ag a “ hodge podge.”’ He predicted that 
within a few years, under the direc- 
tion of Mr, Burleson, motors would re- 
place horse-drawn vehicles in the pestal 
service of the other boroughs of the

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Business and financial sentiment 
has grown more hopeful, This is 
shown in trade reports; in the recent 
movement of the money market; in 
the increased demand for investment 
securities, and in the rise in stocks 
last week, when anxiety over the 
Mexican situation was relfeved. 


There has been further noteworthy 
betterment in the investment position. 
That was shown last week by. the 
eagerness with which the $7,000,000 
issue of 4% per cent. bonds of the 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis was absorbed. It was shown, 
too, in notable fashion in the large 
advanee subscriptions to the Southern 
Pacific certificates offered by the 
Union Pacific, and by the indications 
that when the list is closed to-mor- 
row nearly all the certificates will 
have been taken by the stockholders. 
Only a sudden change from the condi- 
tions which prevailed when the stock 
market adjourned on Friday for its 
three days’ holiday could alter thts 
prospect. It is being shown not only 
in this market, but also abroad. The 
London market is being cheered by 
the freer absorption of securities 
which is now going on, and a sounder 
investment position is likewise at- 
tested by the further rise in French 
rentes. The improvement has come 
about despite the fact that buyers 
continue to show caution. They seem 
to be selecting carefully, and bond 
dealers report that so far decided bet- 
terment in the demand for bonds is 
confined to the very high-grade is- 
sues. Of such issues the supply is 
not so large as to have offered any 
check to the appetite which has lately 
developed for them. It would appear 
that this division of the bond market 
is now profiting by the-recoil from 
the higher interest-yielding bonds and 
stocks which earlier this year proved 
so disappointing to many holders. 


The active business which is now 
being done by commercial paper 
brokers is one tangible reflection of 
the change for the better which the 
money market has shown. Another 
indication of it is found in the de- 
cline of more than 1 per cent., which 
has taken place recently in the rates 
for Stock Exchange time loans. A 
banker of wide experience in dealing 
with the interior’s demands for money 
at this season’ made the point last 
week that this year we seem to have 
encountered the Fall demand for 
funds in July—in other words, that 
nearly every one’ so far as possible 
anticipated his needs. That is likely 
to prove a very important factor 
later in the season, all the more im- 
portant by reason of the fact that the 
preparation made individually is now 
being supplemented by Government- 
extended help. The preparation which 
has been made has consisted largely 
of arranging for credits which were 
not immediately needed. Merchants 
borrowed in July money which they 
would not need until September or 
October, and banks in the interior 
followed much the same course, both 
actuated by the same motive—fear 
that if they waited until they needed 
the money they would not be able 
to get it at all. But all this did not 
provide in advance the cash needed in 
the actual movement of the crops; 
at least it did not provide it at the 
places where it will be needed. The 
movements of currency usual at this 
season must, therefore, be expected 
much as in other years. They will be 
modified to the extent to which the 
cash which the Treasury is distribut- 
ing will take the place of currency, 
which without Treasury aid would 
have been obtained from other 
sources, from the banks of the cen- 
tral reserve cities, or from abroad, 


It has seemed practically certain 
that the cash which the interior banks 
are obtaining from the Government 
would not fill their needs. Those who 
have borne this fact in mind need not 
be surprised, as others may be, by 
the large loss in cash which the banks 
of this city reported in Saturday’s 
statement. Very frequently the clos- 
ing week in August brings a heavier 
loss in cash than is experienced in 
any other week of the late Summer 
and early Fall. By this date the crop 
demands for money assume large pro- 
portions, and the incidental first of 
September demands help to swell the 
total cash outflow. It must be borne 
in mind in connection with last week’s 
cash outflow that very little, if any, 
of the $50,000,000 cash which is being 
put out from Washington had reached 
the banks in time to be used for cur- 
rency purposes this past week. And 
the effect of this cash loss on the sur- 
plus reserve was enhanced by the fact 
that in this week of diminished re- 
serves the deposits of the Clearing 
House institutions increased largely 
along with their loans. Transactions 
connected with the subscriptions to 
the Southern Pacific certificates may 
have contributed to a large extent to 
those changes in the bank statement. 


Unless quickly offset by later move- 
ments, the changes which have come 
about since a week ago in the posi- 
tion of the New York banks will prob- 
ably have the effect of checking any 
further decline in money rates, if in- 
deed they do not cause an upturn 
from the decline in rates which has 
for some time been under way. Care- 
ful judges of the money market have 
looked for such a change in rates 
some timme in September. Were it not 
for the possible influence of the large 
Government deposits which are now 
being made it would seem most prob- 
able that such a change in rates was 
already at hand. But a mere harden- 
ing of rates would be far removed 
from a condition of stringency such 
as some time ago was feared. In no 
quarter does that fear seem now to be 
entertained. 

The Mexican situation has not yet 
been cleared up, but seems to be in 


-way,of being solved. Lack of money 


the part of Mexico may 


become a potent factor in bringing 
about a solution of the problem, It 
ceased last week to cause grave con- 
cern. That, perhaps, was the most 
important change which occurred in 
matters which were influential in 
shaping financial sentiment. This 
week, if its success is as great as 
seems promised for it, the absorp- 
tion of the Southern Pacific certifi- 
eates which the Union Pacific has 
been obliged to sell is likely to be 
looked upon as a most important in- 
cident. By the end of this week the 
Currency bill is expected te be ready 
for submission to the House, Its 
passage through the House is regard- 
ed as a foregone conclusion. What 
its course in the Senate will be is in 
much more doubt. The reserve pro- 
visions of the bill, if it finally be- 
comes law, will exercise very direct 
and possibly very marked influence 
1pon the financial position, and 
specifically upon the stock market, 
The change made in the House 
caucus last week indicated that the 
disposition in the matter of reserves 
is to lessen the restrictions imposed 
by existing reserve requirements of 
the national bank laws. It is easy 
to see in what way such a change 
might find reflection in prices. 


PARIS SHOWS IMPROVEMENT. 


Better News from Berlin Has a Fa- 
vorable Effect Upon the Bourse. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 


PARIS, Aug. 31.—General improve- 
ment was shown on the Bourse last 
week, and settlement is expected to be 
easy. Money is plentiful. The politi- 
cal situation abroad has little effect 
here; improved conditions in the Bal- 
kans have already been discounted, 
while in regard to the Mexican situa- 
tion the market is puzzled by the con- 
tradictory reports cabled daily. A 
much more effective factor in the bet- 
ter tone was the improvement in Ber- 
lin, which reacted very favorably upon 
this market. 

Russian industrials are again active, 
as is the copper market, with rice 
leading the upward movement. The 
public is not yet back in the field, but 
operators are confidently looking for- 
ward to greater activity immediately 
after the settlement beginning on 
Monday. 


LONDON STILL LETHARGIC. 


Market Helped, However, by Im- 
proved Mexican Outlook. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 


LONDON, Aug. 31.—Two factors 
have been helpful to the markets in 
the last few days—the improved Mex- 
ican outlook and the strength of the 
monetary position, the Thursday 
Bank of England return making a 
tremendously ‘strong showing. The 
latter fact and the occasional visits 
of a Government broker to the mar- 
ket greatly helped the gilt-edged 
group, which showed up remarkaBly 
well during the week; but the mar- 
kets as a whole lacked animation. 
especially at the week-end, when the 
holiday in Wall Street had the effect 
of reducing business to a minimum. 

Experts continue to insist that there 
is no genuine reason for lethargy and 
that there are plenty of opportunities 
for a wealthy, bold, resourceful lead- 
er who, however, is not yet forthcom- 
ing. 


STRONGER TONE IN BERLIN. 


Public Takes a Mild Speculative In- 
terest—Market Closes Dull. 

Special Cable to Top New YorK TIMES. 

BERLIN, Aug. 381.—The Boerse 
showed a somewhat stronger: tone last 
week, the market remaining quifet but 
fairly steady. Mining shares and cer- 
tain industrials advanced, and later 
there was a general improvement in 
prices, due partly to the more favor- 
able view of the international outlook 
and partly to the determined efforts 
of the speculative elements, which 
finally succeed in stimulating a mod- 
erate interest on the part of the out- 
side public. 

Toward the end of the week there 
was again a slight decline, the market 
closing dull but firm.

BANKERS SEE RECOVERY. 


Indications Favor Further Improve- 
ment with Tariff Settiement. 


The Fourth National Bank of New 
York will advise its correspondents to- 
day that country-wide reports indicate 
a satisfactory state of business, with a 
further upturn just as soon as pending 
legislation is settled. It says: 

“There is an excellent volume of busi- 
ness still being done in most sections of 
the United States. Recent advices from 
the West. have been eminently opti- 
mistic, both in respect to the volume of 
orders which is now being turned in, 
and also as to the outlook for a very 
much better business in the Autumn, It 
is alse evident that the vituation at 
many of the manufacturmg centres is 
better than it was a month ago, and 
that in spite of the hesitant tone which 
will prevail in some industries until the 
new tariff law is enacted present con- 
ditions are, on the whole, reassuring. 
There is abundant basis for the feeling 
expressed in many quarters that there 
will be a further revival in business 
activity as soon as the new tariff law 
has been placed on the statute books. 

“The great banks of Hurope have 
made further progress in strengthen- 
ing their position through the accum- 
ulation of an immense gold reserve. 
The Bank of England for the third week 
of July reported the largest gold hold- 
ings for that date in any year since 
1896. Its ratio of reserves to liabilities 
stands higher than the figure reported 
at that time in any of the last sixteen 
years. The Bank of France has in- 
creased its gold holdings during the 
year no less than $24,000,000. Its gold 
holdings, except for the year 1909, have 
never been exceeded for this time of 
Ron The Bank of Germany also holds 
30,000,000 more cash than it reported at 
this date in 1912. These amounts show 
that the principal banks of Europe are 
making decided progress in the accum- 
ulation of a large gold reserve which 
will staged them in good stead during 
the period when pending loans are to ba 
financed. The ew York banks have 
also a good surplus for this season, and 
because of the thorough-going liquida- 
tion that has taken place the general 
bank position is to-day unquestionably 
strong. So much has been done in pre- 
paring for the Autumn drain that the 
chances are that the demands of that 
period will be satisfied without undue 

jifficulty, and the banks will unques- 
ionably extend whatever accommoda- 
tion is needed by legitimate borrowers 
of all classes. The situation may be 
helped also by the inflaw of gold from 
Argentina, which has already begun 
and which is likely to continue with 
occasional interruptions for some time 
to come. It is an altogether natural 
exchange operation, and may result in 
our getting back from South America 
a large portion of the $22,000,000 gold 
which we shipped early in the year to 
that quarter for the account of banks 
in London and Paris. 

“The investment situation is improv- 
ing. There is a better demand for bonds 
both from private and financial institu- 
tion buyers, and it looks now as if the 
inquiry would broaden further to the 
betterment of the whole investment 
market. What is also reassuring is the 
indication that investors are gradually 
evincing an inclination to take up long- 
term bonds rather than only such se- 
curities as have one or two years to 
run. This marks a definite change for 
the better, in that it shows confidence 
is returning and that the time may not 
be far distant when normal conditions 
will again prevail. It is, however, not 
yet a normal bond market for the rea- 
son that investors are still timid and 
hesitating, but the uncertainty is not 
nearly as great as it was a month ago, 
and the chances are that the recovery 
now under way will continue. One rea- 
son for the improvement has been the 
moderation shown by the bankers in 
the output of new security issues. There 
has been no glut in the bond market 
here in the sense that there has been 
abroad. The recent flotations have been 
for comparatively moderate »amounts 
and were fairly well taken. Some short- 
term bonds have shown a tendency to 
improve in price. This has been true 
of stocks where the advance has car- 
ried some of the standard shares from 
eight to twelve points above the low 
level of June. Although the stock mar- 
ket inquiry has been largely profession- 
al, there has been some excellent buy- 
ing of high-grade securities based on the 
theory that the seasoned dividend-pay- 
ing shares had declined as low as they 
could be reasonably expected to go.”

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FEARS COAL SHORTAGE. 


Producers, Says Writer, Have Falled 
to Provide for Inereased Demand. 


A writer in the current issue of The 
Black Diamond, one of the leading West- 
ern coal journals, says that the demand 
for coal since last Winter has surprised 
producers. The demand for soft. coal, 
he says, had exceeded the available sup- 
ply. Most of the big bituminous pro- 
ducers, he says, are already out of the 
market, having sold their total output 
on contracts. The smaller producers 
cannot take contracts because their ton- 
nage has been taken in the spot market 
at premium prices for many months 
past. 

“The normal growth of the coal bust- 
ness is usually considered to be at least 
10 per cent, each year,” says the writer. 
“Tf the growth of the coming Winter 1s 
equal to that of last year and the con- 
ditions governing the sources of the sup- 
ply are unimproved, we may look for a 
greater shortage than usual from nat- 
ural causes alone.” 

Disregarding the shortage of labor, the 
writer says, the real cause of the short- 
age is the failure of the mine owners to 
extend their headings. He accuses the 
producers of false economy in deferring 
the opening of new headings. ‘Their 
whole system, he says, is unscientific 
and behind the times. He refers to it 
as the “negligent system of mining.” 

A heading is a cross-cut leading from 
the shaft of a mine to a coal vein. It 
ig expensive to builq new headings, for 
they usually entail the digging and 
blasting of much material other than 
the desired-coa]. To drive new headings 
represents the investment of capital 
which ean be used to haul out coal which 
is within easier reach. New headings 
are driven only when imperatively called 
for. a 

“‘The Fall bidding and the Summer 
bidding this year have tempted the 
operators,” says the writer in The 
Black Diamond, ‘‘te mine only the 
rooms and drive headings when com- 
pelled to do so. When they find it nec- 


essary to drive a heading this is what 
they are up against. A heading is from 
ten to twelve feet wide both ways, de- 
pending on the different methods of 
mining in different localities, Pillars 
are left varying from twenty to forty 
feet wide, A room is from_twenty-four 
to fifty feet in thickness. It is easy to 
open a new room in the series from the 
main heading, and the rate of mining is 
about 200 tons a day per heading, as 
compared with one ton a day per man 
in the headings, <A heading advances 
about three feet a day. It would take 
about three weeks to Tun a series of 
rooms from a completed heading, while 
it would require in some mines about 
six months to advance the heading to 
another series of, say, ten rooms. That 
represents an investment of capital that 
many mines have not, or may have bur- 
ied in operations during unprofitable 
years. 

‘* No one will blame the operators for 
taking the cream. They are doing this 
now, and did it last Winter. They will 
do it this Winter, and continue to do so 
until they feel sufficiently endowed with 
this world’s goods to pause a moment 
to make over their operation on a com- 
prehensive scale. 

‘The statistics prove that for the last 
thirty yoate the tonnage of the bitumin- 
ous mines has shown an average normal 
increase of 10 per cent. per year. Last 
year this tonnage of soft coal was about 
450,000,000 tons, the increase on which 
for 1913 would be 45,000,000. To be lib- 
eral, we might say that to bring out this 
much coal we would need an increase in 
our labor equipment of 45,000 men. 
Without these men and an additional 
number to make the developments in 
headings, &c., the operator could not 
stop to take care of his advance work if 
he wanted to. The fact is, it will not 
be done this year. 

‘“‘ Fall bidding will start in again soon, 
and the operators will repeat the process 
of operating that has characterized their 
methods of mining for the last two 
years. They will go on taking the profit 
by mining the greatest number of rooms 
available, leaving the development of 
headings to come as best they can at 
some later day.’’ 

There are many mines which ought to 
Oe made over completely, the writer 
adds.

Dog and Rabbit Pincushions Fail to 
Pass as Toys—Other Decisions. 


The Board of United States General 


Appraisers has taken adverse action 
on a protest by W. H. Stiner & Son 
relating to the classification under the 
Tariff Act of 1909 of cotton articles 
in the form of rabbits, cats, and dogs, 
reported by the Appraiser to be used 
as pincushions. Duty was éxacted by 
Collector Mitchel at the rate of 435 per 
cent. ad valorem, under Paragraph 332, 
as manufactures of cotton. The im- 
porters contended the goods were toys. 
‘Cotton buttons used in ornamenting 


women’s dresses, imported by the same 
firm, were returned for duty at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem. The firm asserted 
that the goods were properly dutiable 
at 50 per cent. as buttons. The board 
allowed the lower rate. 

Cohen & Rosenberger failed in a con- 
tention dealing with the duty on Mmer- 
chandise, reported by the Appraiser 
to be other than imitation pearl beads. 
They were assessed at 35 per cent., and 
the importers contended for 4 per ‘cent. 

under Paragraph 449.

East Siders in Mass Meeting 
Prepare to Organize to 
Resist Blackmailers.

‘BUSINESS MEN TO ACT 


Campaign to Go On to Extermina- 
tion as It Did Against 
Horse Poisoners. 


Advice for exterminating the gangs 
and gangsters who infest the lower east 
side and prey upon shopkeepers and 
merchants was given at a mass meet- | 
ing of business men and east side resi- 
| dents yesterday in the Rumanian Syna- | 
i gogue, at 8) Rivington Street. By co- 
| operating as members of the East Side 
| Neighborhood Association, they propose 
| to organize a general Vigilance Com- 
; mittee for the one object of ridding the 
| community gunmen, grafters, and 
| blackmailers. Some features of their 
| work must necessarily be secret, but by 
force of numbers and mutual protection 
| they expect to triumph and run the of- 
fenders down. 

Moses M. Frankel, director of the 
Horse Owners’ Protective Association, 
which succeeded in sending most of the 





of 


horse poisoners to prison and making an 


end to this form of crime on the east | 
side, told the meeting that it was time 
the shopkeepers fought the gangsters in 


ja similar way and ceased paying graft 
and blackmail. Business men and resi- 
| dents there, he said, had been terrorized 
until conditions had come to be worse 
than a plague. 

‘“‘“When Louis Blumenthal, the black- 
smith, was shot by the horse poison- 
ers,” said Frankel, ‘‘I called on_ As- 
sistant District Attorney Strong of the 
Homicide Bureau and asked him to make 
an effort to find his murderers. He 
told me that he had tried every method, 
and complained that it was so difficult 
to get co-operation from the very peo- 
ple who should aid the authorities. Mr. 
Strong said it was almost impossible to 
induce the victims of the gangs, law- 
abiding Jews, Italians, and Chinese, to 
forget their fears and come forward with 
evidence. 

‘Tt is not only the business men who 
suffer but many women and children,’’ 
said he. ‘“‘T am told that within a 
{few blocks of this meeting women and 
children have been robbed day and night 
by the pickpockets affiliated with some 
one or other of these gangs. 

‘*We must aid the police and the Dis- 
trict Attorney. It was in this way that 
we stopped the career of the horse pois- 
'oners. The merchant who tries to save 
himself from annoyance and _ trouble, 
from a mistaken idea that he is pro- 
tecting his family, perhaps, is in reality 
aiding the gangs to continue their 
crimes by furnishing them with capi- 
tal. 

‘*That was the case of John Levison, 
the gang leader. who by collecting $3,400 
| from frightened business men was en- 
abled to buy an automobile, and it was 
this car the gangsters hired and rode 
in when they killed Rosenthal.’’ 

Assemblyman Solomon Sufrin of the 
; Eighth District advised that all the peo- 
| ple of the east side get together in a 
general Vigilance Committee and ‘“ come 
out in the open’’ and prosecute the 
| gangster on every occasion. 

“The immunity of the gangster from 
arrest has been due to the fear of the 
|! victims to appear against him,’’ said 
the Assemblyman. ‘‘ The only way to 
prevent the development of gangs in fu- 
ture will be found in giving more at- 
| tention to the growing boy in the streets. 
, Teach him the Holy Bible, and the 
morals that go with it, in every Jewish 
home. 

“* More liberty is accorded to children 
here than anywhere abroad. For that 
reason we should take a little more care 
*. them.’
